Ultimatum Bxpected Today J 

GENEVA, May 20.—An ultimatum 
from Iialy to Austria may be expected 
tomorrow, (Friday) and a declaration 
of war before the end of the; week, ac- 
cording to imformation received here 
from Rome. Baron von Mecchio, the 
Austrian ambassador, is expected — to 
leave Rome ‘tomorrow. He and Naby 
Bey, the Turkish ambassador, are ready 
to start at a moment's notice. Prince 
von Buelow, the German (ambassador, 
wired) today’ to servants ‘awaiting him 
at Chiesso that he had postponed ‘his 
return for a day or two. There are 
adout 20,000, Italians of military age 
in Germany, and it is sald the author- 
ities of the latter country are placing 
every obstacle in thé? way of ‘their re- 
turn to the Tatherland.

PARIS, May 20.—The Italian army is 
counted ‘uPOn to release’ all French 
ships now engaged in biockading the 
Adriatic against the Austrian fleet.

THRILLING TALR 
OF GREAT CHARGE 


Pte. Watt-Describes Work of 
16th Battalion in Graphic 
Manner—Local Highlanders 
Sustained Heavy Losses.

Private Archibald A, Watt. of the 
60th Gordon Highlanders, whose bat- 
talion, the 16th, was so badly cut up 
in the memorable fighting around Ypres 
and Hill No. 60 from the 22nd to the 
25th of last month, writing from the 
field in Belgium on the 28th, vividly 
describes the part they took in the 
engagement. He says: 

“I sent you a postcard on the 26th 
of last month, saying that I had come 
through the big fight safely, although 
there were times when I thought it 
would be an impossibility for any of 
us to live throught it. 

“Shortly after writing on the 26th 
news came that the Germans had broken 
through « part GF theline Gp» our Jett, 
held by the French, and-were advanc- 
ing. About 9 o'clock that night we 
were moved forward some distance, tak- 
ing up & position in a field, where we 
waited until midnight, when orders 
came to take off our packs, which we 
piled in the field and prepared for a 
charge. 

“The Germans had taken up a posi- 
tion in a wood some half a mile ahead 
and it was our business to clear them 
out. We advanced in lines thirty feet 
apart. keeping shoulder to shoulder, 
About half the distance had been 
covered when the Germans opened fire. 
It is impossible to describe the hail of 
Jead through which we charged the re- 
maining distance, and, in talking to 
those who came through it afterwards, 
the one thought that seemed to have 
come to us all was the certainty that 
no one could live in that storm of bul- 
jets. . 

Sheet of Flame 

“Looking up you could just see a 
sheet of flame coming from the Ger- 
man rifles and men were dropping by 


the dozen on my right and left. How- 
ever, we reached their trenches and 
went over the parapet at them, but 


the devils didn't wait for the bayonet, 
but turned and ran. We chased them 
through the wood almost back to their 
own lines, and then we fell back into 
the trenches they had left’ and set to 
work fixing them up after the damage 
done by the fighting. 

“We worked all that day, Friday, and 
night, and the following morning the 
Germans made a counter-charge, but 
we mowed them down with our 
machine guns, making it impossible for 
them to reach the trenches, but we lost 
our two best officer: that morning, 
Captain J. Herrick MeGregor, who was 
so well known in Victoria, and who, up 
to the night of the charge, had been 
acting as battalion paymaster, was, I 
regret to say, one bf them. He certain- 
ly behaved splendidly all through the 
charge apd in the trying time after- 
wards, Our colonel was one of the 
first over into the German trenches, 

“Our casualties have been very 
heavy, the Gordons alone losing nearly 
100 in killed, wounded and missing out 
of a company of about 180, but the 
Canadians have made a name for them- 
eetves that will never be forgoiten. 1 
could write endlessly telling about all 
that we have been through and 


for nearly two weeks and get 
time for writing, so that I am anxious 
to get this off. 

“I am writing this fn a ploughed field, 
where we dug ourselves in last night. 


CABINET CHANGE 
TO BE RADICAL 


Leaders of Various Political 
Parties Holding Conferences 
to Consider Details of Re- 
distribution of Portfotios, 


ONLY TWO POSITIONS 
ARE NOW CERTAIN 


Premier Asquith and Foreign 
Secretary Grey Will Retain 
Their Posts—War Office 
and Admiralty Heads, 


LONDON, - May 20.—The national 
Government which is to guide the Brit- 
ish Empire for the duration of the war 
is now in process of formation. The 
leaders of political parties were in con- 
ference throughout today, arranging de- 
tails, 

No statement has yet been made as to 
the personnel of the new ministry, ex- 
cept that Premier Asquith and Foreign 
Secretary Grey will remain in the 
posts they now occupy. Thus far all 
the statements as to the allotment of 
officers have been based largely on sur- 
mise. It appears, certain, however, 
that there will be new civil heads of 
“the Admiralty and War Office, respec- 
tively, and possibly changes in the 
professional heads as well as, at any 


rate, a readjustment of the responsi- 
bility. 

Lord Kitchener, the Secretary for 
War, it is generally agreed, has too 


much to do in the direction of the war, 
raising new armies, and organization 
of the output of munitions, and some of 
the duties will be shifted to other 
Ministers. Chancellor Lioyd George 
and Mr. Bonar Law, leader of the Op- 
position, remain about equally favored 
for civil head of the War Office, and 
A. J. Balfour is mentioned for a 
similar position in the Admiralty. In 
the latter case there Is some doubt as 
to whether Mr. Balfour would consent 
to accept this office. 


Change Complete 

However, there is to be a complete 
change in the whole Government, in- 
cluding not only the Cabinet, but the 
under-secretaryships as well, and the 
posts will be distributed among Liberals, 
Unionists and Laborites. 

The, Natiohalists, it is understood, 
have definitely decided to stand aside. 
Mr. T. P. O'Connor, In an editorial in his 
weekly newspaper, gays that Mr. John 
Redmond, the Nationalist leader, re- 
epectfully refused to accept the offer of 
@ seat In the Cabinet, and adds: 

“I have no doubt that he felt that 
such @ refusal was imposed upon him 
by the conditions of Irish public life, 
The Irish party has @ long, unbroken 
tradition behind It of single-minded and 
self-sacrificing devotion to the cause of 
Jreland, and probably many of Mr. Red- 
mond’s countrymen, might think he 
would have broken that tradition—or he 
would at least be charged with breaking 
it—were he to take office until Home 
Rule had been established.” 

It has been suggested that the present 
opportunity is a good one to include 
representation of the Dominions in the 
Government, but this would involve a 
very great change, and it is not likely 
to be considered. 

The King, whé today was joined by 
Lord Kitchener in @ visit to the muni- 
tion centres, was represented at the 
Governmental conference by ‘Baron 
Stamfordham, private secretary to His 
Majesty, who returned to London espe- 
eclally for this purpose.

RESUMING. WORK 
ON PG. B ROAD 


Arrangements’ Made Whereby 
Money Is Available to Prose- 
cute Construction of 103 
Additional Miles This Year.

VANCOUVER, May 20.—Following an 
arrangement made today between ‘the 
Provincial Government, the Dominion 
Government and the Pacific Great East- 
ern Railway, it is announced that work 
On that Hne will be resumed immedi- 
ately, with plenty of money on hand 
to continue up to the end of the year. 
By that time, it is expected that 223 
miles of the line will be in operation, 
including the 120 miles now completed 
@nd running between Squamish and 
Lillooat, 

Many months ago, when the world's 
Money markets virtually closed down 
Ss a result of the declaration of war, 
an understanding was reached between 
Mr. J. W, Stewart, head of the Pacific 
Great Eastern, and the Dominion Goy- 
ernment, for an advance of $6,000,000, 
This was done by the Federal Minister 
of Finance on the authority of an 
amendment to the Bank Act, which pro- 
vides that he may authorize banks to 
advance certain amounts on certain se- 
curity. In this case the security was 
the bonds of the company, guaranteed 
Dy the Province of British Columbia, 
The Union Bank in this deal was to 
advance funds on a ‘basin of about 
82 per cent of the face value of the 
bonds 

This arrangement was carried on un- 
til a little more than half of the five 
million had been expended, Then the 
Minister of Finance at Ottawa closed 
down on this and other expenditures 
all over Canada, and as a result of the 
stringency the company during recent 
weeks closed much of its work. Lately 
Mr, Stewart has been again in Otta- 
Wa negotiating with the Government to 
secure the release of the remaining 
$2,300,000, and representations to the 
same ond were made from Victoria by 
the Hon. W. J. Bowser, Acting Pre- 
mier, and Mr. D'Arcy Tate, vice-prest- 
dent vf the Pacific Great Eastern. The 
result is that the Hon. W. T. White, 
Feder=i Minister of Finance, has author- 
ized the loan of the remainder of the 
five millions, and the $2,200,000 is now 
available in the Union Bank in Van- 
couver 


To Be Pushed Rapidiy 

Following a conference here today be- 
tween Mr. P. Welch, contractor, and 
the Attorney-General, the former stated 
be would take personal charge of the 
Work during the next few months and 
Push it just as rapidly as porsible. 

In the prosecution of the work the 
needs of the local labor situation are 
to be met a4 far as pomsible. For that 
purpose Mr, Welch will open an em- 
picyment office in Vancouver and en- 
Sage upwards of a thousand men necen- 
*ary\to prosecute the work. The Gov- 
ernment will also appoint a man to at- 
tend at that office and see that none 
but British subjects are employed, and 
that preference as far as possible be 
stven to married men, ‘ 

The line is now Optrating to Lillooet, 
and the bridge across the Fréser at 
that point is complete. Between Lil- 
Jooet and Clinton, a distance of about 
forty-five miles, there is much bridge 
construction to be done. The material 
for this will be bought in Vancouver 
and forwarded from here, 4t waa stated 
today, The programme is to have 
trains operating inte Clinton by Oc- 
tober, and as far as the Hundred Mile 
House, « distance of 223 miles from 
Squamish, by the end of the year. This 
will provide Gally connection between 
Vancouver and the Carthoo country. 
In the meantime Betterment work on 
the line between Squamish and Lillooet 
ia proceeding every day.

Austro-German Forces Make 
Progress in Region of Saw

PETROGRAD, May 20.—The follows 
ing Official communication was issued 
tonight: 

“During the 18th the battle in the 
region of the left bank of the Vistula, 
south of the Pilica, and on the whole 
Galician front, continued, with con 
stantly increasing intensity. 

“Op this front were revealed new 
German elements, which appeared there 
tor the first time, 

“On the Jeft bank of the Vistula, wost 
of ja, Opatow and Koprjivneca, and in 
the region of the confluence of the San 
With the Vistula, a far as the envi« 
rons of Nizko, our troops have pressed 
the enemy with success, The number 
of prisoners taken here in the course 
of the 18th exceeded 4,000. 

“The great hostile forces which 
crossed the San after an obstinate fight 
have succeeding in‘ spreading over the 
sector of Jaroslau and Sieniawa, 

“In the region between Praenys! and 
Jarosiau we have pressed the enemy; 
somewhat on both banks of the San, 
Detachments of enemy aeroplanes threw 
bombs on Praemysi, against which the 
enemy has attempted no other action, 

“To the south of Preomysl the attack 
of the enemy was conducted with in-| 
tensity tu the’ sector of Lupkow and 
Strawises, where the enemy succecded, 
at enormous sacrifices, in capturing 
several of our advanced trenches, 

“On the front of Btry and Dolina 
We have continued to repulse the en- 
emy's attacks and inflict heavy losses 
upon them, ‘ 

“To the west of Kolomea, the fight- 
jpg on both banks of the Pruth during 
the night of the 18th, continued to our 
advantage, 

“In the Shavit region our troops 
continue to push back the enemy on a 
wide ut. We have Ted several 
hilhdred more prisoners. je enenty is 
offering very stubborn resistance near 
the village of Kurchany, where the 
fighting still continued on the 19th. In 
the other regions in thin vicinity there 
have only been slight skirmishes,” 

Reported Capture of Riga

Pte, Leslie Ravenhill, missing, ls the 
only son of Mr, H. J, Ravenhill, who 
resides at Shawnigan Lake. He was 
born in England twenty-six years ago, 
and was educated at Oakham and at 
Holmes Chapel Agricultural College, 
Cheshire. Prior to his departure for 
Canada he served for one year with 
the 7th Battalion of the Cheshire Regi- 
ment. He came to Vancouver Island 
in February, 1910, and until he enlisted, 
Was principally engaged fn farming and 
land: clearing. SHe came to Victoria at 
the outbreak of war and enlisted with 
the 88th Fusiliers, leaving for the front 
with the ith Battalion. He is unmar- 


ried, 

Pte, Joneph A, J. Tisseman, missing,

HOPED 10 DASH 


Enemy: Had Force of Cavalry 
‘Ready for Break at Ypres 
—Poisoning Water and 
Murdering British Officers. 


LONDON,. May 20,—A_ dispatch to 
The Morning Post from the North of 
France says: 

“So confident were the Germans of 
breaking through at Yjpres that they 
had massed 100,000 cavalry between 
Poeicappelle and Roulers, with which 
trey hoped to dash through Steenstraate 
b> the main road and so on to Dunkirk 
and possibly Calais. This force was 
fully equipped with quantities of ma- 
chine guns and heavily teamed, gallop- 
ing batteries, The projected dash ex- 
Pains the extraordinary effort that was 
made to consolidate the bridge head at 
Bteenstraate, All this plan has now 
been changed by the Allies’ successes, 
and large detachments of dismounted 
troopers have been brought into the 
Dring ne, 

“There was terrific fighting, tl is said, 
fround the railway triangle east of 
Guinchy. Here, too, the Germans have 
been using every species of foul device. 
‘Shere is reason to believe that the water 
in the district has been polsoned—our 
doctors suspect with arsenic—and care- 


ful anal is said to have confirmed 
the report. 
“As &n illustration of the German 


methods, one may meniion the case of 
a young subaltern, newly out, who, at 
the risk of his life, went to give a drink 
to a wounded German officer who was 
colling piteously for water. As he bent 
over him with his flask. the German 
seized a bayonet that was lying by his 
side, and stabbed his benofactor through 
the heart. The gallant youngster had 
already, been wounded in -two places. 
‘rhe Wounded scoundrel endeavored to 
cacape, but Was promptly riddled with 
bullets by the outraged regiment that 
had witnessed the whole affair.” 


GERMANS DRIVEN 
BACK IN NORTH 


Russians Have Now Advanced 
Near Frontier at Wirballen 
—Lines Strengthened in 
Poland and Galicia, 


PETROGRAD, May, 20.—Germany's 
chief diMculty is lack of men, and this 
now threatens failure of her en- 
tire campaign net Russia, She has 
no reserves to support General Wich- 
horn's army in the extreme north, and 
it has been steadily driven back, until 
now the Russians are fighting near tl. 
fon of Wirballen. 
even worse in the extreme 
south, near Bukowipa, for the Austrian 
attempt to outflank the Russians and 
approach Lemberg from the east has 

been itself outflanked and the Rus- 
sians are pursuing the enemy, who are 
making a disorderly retreat across the 
woods of the lower Carpathians into the 
flat land of Eastern Hungary. More- 
over, General Dimitrief's army, which 
successfully holds the west bank of the 

San, from Preemysl to the woods of 
the Dniester, and has Germany there on 
the defensive, has enabled General Ivan- 
off to extend his line unbroken from 
Opatow, Southern Poland, to Kolomea, 
in East Galicia, 

Over this 200 mile line the enemy has 
probably thirty-five corps, of which fif- 
teen are German. Operating here in @ 
| frontal attack, they failed, and lost large 
numbers. On the San, while attempting 
to establish themselves on the right 
bank, they brought heavy artillery by 
motor traction against the western sec- 
tor of the guns of Przemysi.

The.afternoon opened with the éus 
tomary memorial service for those min- 
Intera of the church who have died dur- 
ing the year, and eloquent tributes 
Were paid to the late Rev. W. W. Col- 
pitt, who died at-Kerriadale after « full 
ife of service In the church, and to 
Dr, A. BE Boulton, whose pioneer work 
as @ medical missionary, especially 
among the Indians of the Northwest 
Coast, was described as being one of 
Great service and sacrifice. 

Then « resolution was submitted by 
the Rev. R. N, Powell, stating that the 
conference was mindful of the fact that 
many of their Methodist homes were 
represented among the Canadjan sol- 
diers at the front, and desired to ex- 
Press in the fullest. way possible its 
highest appreciati of their loyalty 
and its deep tenderness and grief for 
those relatives who had been bereaved 
by the losses suffered on the dattlefield. 

Feeling reference was made to the 
fact that the Rev. Wm. Elliott, of Cum- 
berland, had already lost one son and 
another had been. wounded. 

Rev. Dr, Crummy said there was not 
a single local parsonage which he could 
recall where there was a s0n of age to 
do'so who had not. gone to or. volun- 
teerod for the front. He believed the 
clergy of other denominations could, 
perhaps, show « similar record, but he 
did not believe there was any class in 
the Empire that gould surpass the rec- 
ord of the parsonages: It was gratify- 
ing that the preaching of high ideals 
had not fafled tn its influence near at 
home.

SUICIDE OF KUEPFERLE 


Man Accused of Acting as German Spy 
Mange Mimeelf in Cell in Brix- 
tom Prison 


LONDON, May 20.—Anton Kuepferite, 
who claimed at first that he was un 
Americen citizen, who once lived tn 
Brooklyn, who was on trial charged 
with giving military information to the 
enemies of Great Britain, was found 
dead last night in Brixton prison. He 
hanged himself last night. 

Kuepferle left a message written on 
@ slate bearing testimony to the fair- 
ness of his trial. He confessed that he 
was a soldier, and said he wished to 
die a» @ soldier and declared he could 
not bear to mount the seaffold as a 
spy. 

When court opened today for the re- 
sumption of the trial the attorney- 
general announced the death of the 
prisoner to the judgen. 

“Bince the rise of this court last 
night,” the attorney-general said, “this 
man Kuepferle has committed suicide 
in Brixton prison. He was in a special 
observation cell under practically con- 
tinuous observation, but during one of 
the short intervals he seized the oppur- 
tunity of taking his own life.” 

Chief Warden Cook, who is in charge 
of the prison testified that last night 
¢ night patrol officer came to him and 
said: “I cannot see the prisoner.” 
Warden Cook immediately arose and, 
opening the cell door, he found the pris- 
oner hanging by the neck from a ven- 
ator in @ corner behind the door.

The demand was for waterfront lots 
on. the Coast, especially*the tract near 
Sechelt, and many of those who gathered 
at Vancouver, turned away without con- 
sidering the other lots when these were 

by the first twenty men of the 
line, These men’ asseinbied ‘at’ the of- 
fice of the Government agent, at Van- 
couver, six weeks prior te the opening 
@ate, and received tlekets,in order of 
thelr arrival. There were 68 lots in 
New Westminster District, near Sechelt, 
on Malaspina Peninsula, near Lund, and 
on Homfray Channel, and 46 were taken 
up, Of the 11 lots on Cortez Island, 
6 were taken up, and of the 33 lots 
on Rendonda and Thurlow Istands and 
at Jackson Bay, Sunderland Channel, 
29 were taken up. Eighty pre-emptors 
Who filed of the lower Coast lands in- 
cluded 61 from the United Kingdom, 20 
Canadians, 2 Americans, 2 Swedes, 2 
Finns and a Dane, a Russian and a Hol- 
lander, 

I¢ was anticipated, especially in view 
of ‘the “back to ‘the land” movément, 
that there would have been a great de- 
mand for lots on Malcolm Island. Of 
247 offered there and the $0 on Nootka 
Island, advices from Alberni show that 
only 6 were taken at both places. The 
demand is seemingly confined to the 
Waterfront lots close to the cities. 

Matcolm Island, a timbered, low, un- 
dulating plateau divided from Vantou- 
ver ‘Island by ‘Broughton Strait, was re- 
served in. 1901 as @ Finnish colony. The 
colony continued for some years, oper- 
ating and carrying on business on a 
community basis. Ciroumstances final- 
ly caused the abandonment of the com- 
munity system, and the greater number 
of the original settlers took up land in- 
dividually, others locating on Vancou- 
ver Island and various places in the 
vicinity. There are now living on the 
island about 260 people, chiefly mem- 
bers yet the original mish colony. 
The afin settlement at Sointula, 
where there ate two excellent schools, 
one having an average attendance of 
forty-seven pupils, a Government wharf, 
post office and co-operative store. Dur- 
ing the past Summer about 10,000 acres 
Was subdivided, and Is how being openca 
to settlers.

At Tete Jaune Cache, « comsiderable 
quantity of special piling for Port Ar- 
thuf has been shipped by the G. T.'P., 
While at McBride work has been done 
en &@ provisional contract for 40,000 ties, 
of which only 56,000 were delivered 
Wing to the short Winter. 

The Upper Fraser Lumber Company 
at Dome Creek has received some ma- 
ehjnery for the new mill. The advent 
of mills in this district will provide the 
settlers along the river with a market 
for much timber that would otherwise 
te burnt in land-clearing operations, 

From Prince Rupert it 1s learned that 
increased activity in the fishing indus- 
try is providing a good market for 
boxes, the local, mills supplying 6,000 a 
month. During the Winter and Spring 
there were operating four sawmills, with 
a daily capacity, of 80,000 feet: and one 
shingle mill, with a capacty of 20,000 
feet, It is interesting to know that 120 
hand-loggers are working in the Prince 
hiupert district at the present time, 

Considerable shipments of cedar posts 
to the Prairies are being made from 
Fernie. 

In the Cranbrook district nearly 500 
Mien are engaged in the woods and 
mills. 

Clearing operations throughout the 
Frovince appear to have been far in 
advance of recent years, and have been 
helped by the early Spring and favor- 
sble weather. “In the Vernon district, 
the clearing thie Spring is reported: to 
be greater than during the whole of 
the past five years. The heavy clearing 
of slash and other deoris by settlers 
has certainly diminished the fire haz- 
ard, as well as aiding agricultural pro- 
duction. In this connection, observers 
have been struck with the extra acre- 
aac being placed under cultivation this 
year, and the great amount of settle- 
ment that has taken place along the 
Pacific Great Eastern. . 

Practically no fires have eacaped trim 
settlers’ clearing - operations. Large 
areas of logging slash have been burned 
successfully this Spring, under the 
supervision, or at ‘the suggestion of, the 
forest service, the Cranbrook, Tete 
Jaune and Neison districts being espe- 
Cially noticeabie for this excellent work, 
The C. PB. Rand G, N. BR. bave been 
Preparing tor the coming season by 
Lurning off grass along thelr rights-of- 
way, while the G. T. P, has done similar 
werk in this direction.

of this season. 

Mr. Harry ‘Charlesworth, who suc- 
ceeded Mr. Maclean, has changed the 
method of working in some respects. 
The cultivation of the plots is now 
intrusted to two classes, a junior fourth 
and a senior third. These children will 
remain in school for some years and 
the intention new is to allow them. te 
Dureue the course till they are prof- 
cient. It Is ‘idteresting to learm that 
the father of one of the pupils, whese 
eyesight 16, top weak to allow him te 
read much; has asked that he may be a 
spécial student; ap as to fit himself 
for the position of gardener’s assistant.

In this way the 
garden pays itself. About $80 worth 
of geraniums and other bedding plants 
have been suppliea to ether schools, 
without counting..stock for .the Onk- 
lands School, ‘Where a new garden has 
been made year. > 

A new departure has been taken in 
the way of encouraging the gupils of 
this school go make home gardens. 
About forty of ehildren have 
Measured off and "pidnied plots under 
the direction of the teachers. These 
are to be inspected and if they come 
up to the required standaré, the school 
will receive grants. It is hoped, too, 
that some friends ofthe school wil) en- 
courage the young jenera by giving 
prizes. In the Fi exhibition will 
he held. At home,as at school, a 
strict account’ fe wept of the quantity 
of vegetables raised. So far girls have 
shown quite as much aptitude for 
gardening as boys. Mr. Charlesworth 
i@ confident that the glass house han al- 
ready proved a profitable investment. 
The garden ts used in connection with 
the nature work and has been a» great

At Kingston Street the little people 
have beew at. work for & great many 
years, adorning their. school and grounds. 
A broom bush some twelve feet high, 
with stalks an thick ag arm, grew 
fiom a seed planted probably by some 
child, whe now has a baby of his or 
her own old enough to, admires the 
golden glory of its bloom. Not ‘to ‘ld 
is splendid Madame Alfred Carrier 
rosé that covers the east wall of the 
old building. A row of horse chestnut. 
trees planted fifteen years ago now af- 
ford grateful shade to the little folk 
at recess or noon hour. Roses white 
and pink are ‘growing on the walls. The 
Spring flowers, from the snowdrop te 
the hyacinth, are dead, @ut a splendid’ 
yellow snapdragon Is the first of « long 
series of} perennials to bioom in the 
crowded border — beneath the east 
window. It will be Christmas before 
the last chrysanthemums will fade. On 
the border of the pavement outside the 
fence, where it is-hard @0 keep the 
grass in. order, marigolds, bachelor's 
buttons, asters and other hardy annuals 
Yin Dleasom till the frost comes. Of 
all these flowers the children are proud 
and very rarely is a blossom gathered 
without permlasion. 

It is onty this Spring, however, that 
any attempt has been mede to cultivate 
vegetables. The first reader pupils 
have a wide border on the west side of 
the school house. Along the wali they 
will plant scarlet runners. Seedlings of 
radishes, lettuces, oniong and « row of 
cabbage plants, turnips and@ other early 
vegetables will supply the table of the 
caretaker, who keeps the school houre 
beautifully clean and whom every pypil 
looks upon as @ friend. 7 

The garden proper tas been made on 
the alte of the tent, which was moved 
away when Beacon Hill School | was 
opened. It has a high fence round it. 
‘The big boys have @igged it over and 
over, all except the border, ‘where the 
Staes was too tough even for their 
sturdy arms.

Councillor Crease ‘reminded the audi- 
ence that the Delbruck Act of Germany 
permitted a German to swear allegiance 
to qnother country without forfeiting 
his German citizenship, Mr. Sam Gun- 
ter seconded the motion, which was 
unanimously adopted.

AUSTRIANS GIVEN 
FALSE REPORTS 


Lusitania Is Described as Aux- 
iliary Cruiser and Passen- 
gers Are Said ‘to Have Been 
Given Warning. 1 


LONDON, May 20.—The Austrian and 
Hungarian newspapers recelyed in Lon- 
don contain details of the sinking of 
the Lusitgnia, but convey. the impres- 
slop tha: all precautions were taken to 
insure the saving of as many lives as 
Possible. According to some accounts, 
the Mner not only expected the attack, 
but provoked it, inasmuch as “her guna 
Were showing from afar.” 

In the effort to make the Aust?ians 
and Hungarians believe that the many 
notable men aboard were saved, an al- 
leged telegram dated from London and 
published in the papers of May 12, re- 
porte that Alfred G. Vanderbilt was 
saved and had arrived in London, The 
epreading of this report may have been 
due to the fact that Mr. Vanderbilt 
was well known in high Hungarian ‘s0- 
ciety, where he had many friends, 

In general, the Hungarian and many 
of the Austrian papers’ comment ‘on 


the sinking of the Busitania only in* 


the briefest terms. Some of the ve- 
hement Government organs write in the 
same strain as the German newspapers. 
Typical of these is a leading article in 
Ax Estu, a Budapest journal of ultra- 
German, eentiments, which is reputed 
to bé subsidised by the Austrian’ as 
well as by the German Government: 

“We are not sorry for the auxiliary 
crdiser Lusitania,” it says, “for ‘she 
carried more guns and ammunition than 
& emall country would need for a whole 
campaigg. American ‘hypocrisy, and 
British pride deserved this blow. Both 
these natfons deserve what they got. 
For England, in her stupidity, tells so 
many Hes about the achievements of 
Germany. that in the end she: believes 
them herself, Such nation cannot 
count on the sympathy of ot in 
trouble. The Lusitania carried so 
much gold that it would have pro- 
Jonged the war for a month, and they 
only put women and children aboard 
to’ protect the gold and ammunition 
with iheir fragile bodies. America and 
England held those bodies as shields 
before the torpedoes.” 

The Austrian newspapers comment in 
& similar strain, every one being quite 
satisfied that the ship was an auxiliary 
cruiser as well as @ passenger vessel, 
end that the passengers were warned 
In ‘time. 

“In this regard,” says The Giet, “the 
Germans have done thelr dugy, and even 
more than that, for they imperilied the 
myccess of the plan to torpedo the ship. 
The responsibility rests with the British 
Government and with the owners of the 
ship, who ought not to have been aj- 
lowed to carry guns, ammunition and 
Passengere at the same time. The 
respongibility also rests with the Eng- 
lish press, which should have thought 
it over before representing the serious 
warning given as « bluff, and thus ini- 
perilling the Hives of non-combatants.”

grooms tad been warned to have their 
masters’ horses ready. The ride to the 
battlefelad and ei! that was seen and 
heard that day I shall never forg¢t. The 
horse I rode. was a steady beast, with 
plenty of action, little nervousness, and 
no vice. It had been confidently expect- 


fect tornad® of heavy gunfire, Fortu- 
nately the guns were our own, and #0 
far aa projectiles were concerned, we 
were safe. But the same cotild not be 
sald of the conditions under which we 
Were travelling. There was continuous 
traffic along the narrow road of both 
horse end motor driven vebicles, all on 
the business of war, and in places 
barbed wire entanglements had war- 
rowed ‘ts breadth considerably, A long- 
Grawn-out strain will tell on even the 
most philosophically minded person, and 
even the least “nervy” horse will grow 
“jumpy” when guns are roaring con- 
tinvally on every wide. Thus extreme 
care in riding was necessary {f un- 
e@eating or collisions were to be avoid- 
ed. Fortunately all the dangers of 
travel were safely surmounted, and a 
point waa reached from whch « high 
barrier could be seen stretching across 
the road several hundreds of yards in 
front. This had been erected by the 
Germans in continuation of their line 
of trenches, from which by now, of 
course, they had been driven, From 
the point that had now been reached 
a side road branched off. At the cor- 
ners were rulned farms, while opposite 
the end of the elde road an estaminet 
wtood, also in ruins. All traffic ceased 
hers, and ridera were not allowed to 
take their horses further because it 
wae unsefe. Rows of motor ambu- 
lances stood in the roadway, while the 
sides of the road were filled with 
stretcacrs containing Wounded men, 


receiving from surgeons or chaplains 


such comfort, spiritual or material, as 
eculd be given. Our horses were led 
by a friendly medical orderly within 
the ruined walls of one of the farms, 
and a staYt was made down the side 
road to the spot where the burial party 
Was understood to be waiting. 

All this time the roar of artillery 
fire wan indeacribably deafening, while 
puffe of smoke in the. alr and soil 
thrown up in all directions from the 
fields vehind us proved that we were 
well within renge of the German gune. 
‘The road, cut up with months of 
heavy traffic, was bordered on one side 
by British trenches full of men, while 
company after company of soldiers, 
both Indian and British, were moving 
in the same direction as ourselves to 
take up positions in the trenches, and 
in the other directions strings of 
atretcher-bearere were carrying wounded 
mén. At the appointed spot no burial 
party was visible, but an officer in- 
formed us that it would not be safe 
to go on even if they had been present. 
Here the trenches Were occupled by my 
own regiment, and on proceeding caa- 
vally to greet some of my friends I 
wan fiercely ordered to bend down, an 
the Germane were shelling the spot. 
With greater speed than dignity, there- 
fore, I dropped into the trench beside 
them. There for two hours we sat 
behind the parapet with our backs to- 
ward tne enemy. Shells flew overhead, 
and burst in the flelds behind us, while 
the regular whistle of rifle bullets 
some yards above the parapet showed 
that the Germ: were busy with smal! 
arms ae well as artillery. In the trench 
there was, comparatively epeaking, se- 
curity, One could smoke and listen 
to stories of the previous day's fight- 
img, as far as hearing was possible 
in such an inferno 3f noise, The sec- 
ond in command wan making Bovrit 
over a spirit lamp, cracking jokes the 
while, and the adjitant warn @ending 
orderlies with messages to other parts 
of the field. A mubaltern told me that 
he had been in his present position for 
the greater part of two.days, and was 
“fed up with it all, and another 
proudly recounted the looting of Ger- 
man helmets, Sitting there, notwith- 
standing the deafening noise and the 
too ebvious burating of German shells 
close at hand, it was di@cult to realise 
that there was danger either tu life or 
limb. But one got accustomed to the 
trenches, and the eye began to take in 
details {n the near distance. A distinct 
shock was experienced when what 
looked like a bundle ef whaki clothing 
Was Glatovered 10 be & human body. 
And that was mot the only one near 
at head. In the tréeneh mot twenty 
yards trom where I was aitting there 
were two more, and several wounded 
men beside them. Strange it seemed 
that fvath and light-hearted joking 
should be so close together, but war 
seems to harmonize the incongruous 
ln & marvellous way.
